Hachijo, ov, as it i often marked on the 
maps, Faty'so, the old Duteh way of xpelliag: it, 
fan large island due 6 uth of Tokyo, distant 
about: 2€0 miles, ane daring the war with Russia 
a cible wus laid ¢o it from Kawasaki, a polut 
midway between Tokyo ‘und Yokohama, for 
military parpossa. “Phis hes now beeu oxtended 
sbouk 430 miles to the Bouin group, one of 
Japan's outposts in the Pacifie, The Bouins - 
aro hotter known to-day as the Ogasawara Isles, 
aut uumber twonty ic all, having u total ares 
of 27 square miles. ‘he two lurgest are known 
fo the uatives as Father and Mather Lulunds 
though on the charts. they bear other titles, 
The antira population is less than three thous- 
ani, principally fisler-foth, a good deal of bonito 
boing taken in the adjucent waters, lying as the 
islands do almost within tho tropics, in 27.N, 
lat and 142 EK. long, ‘Tho Japonesy Govern- 
ment’s own cable-lay ing stoamer Okinawe- Maury,
